THE DAMSON SEASON. 

Damsons are rather a hareh fruit, and 
require an amount of sugar and plenty of 
cream, or, failing the latter, something 
to help to soften them, 

DAMSON SPONGE, 

Ingredients :—One pound of damesons, 
sugar, a few sponge cakes, une ounce 
almonds, one white of egg, one table- 
spoonful castor sugar, one ounce butter. 

Method :—Pick over and wash the 
damszons, and stew until tender, adding 
plenty of sugar, and only enough water 
to keep them from burning, When 
cooked, rub the fruit and juice through 
a sieve, removing the stones at the same

time. Add the butter, and stir till 
melted. Crumble some sponge cake, and 
add sufficient te make the damsons 
into a fairly stiff consistency. Blanch 
and chop the almonds, and stir In with 
the other ingredients. Turn into a dish, 
and leave until thoroughly cold. Whisk 
the egg white to a very stiff froth, and 
lightly fold in the castor sugar. Pile 
this on top of the damsons, ete., and 
serve. 

DAMSON CUSTARD PUDDING, 

Half a pound damsons, sugar, two 
eggs, three and a half gills milk, vanilla 
Tcaseiniad Pick over and wash the dam 
sone, and put into a pie-dish, sprinkling 
them with sufficient sugar to aweeten. 
Cover the dish, put into the oven and 
partly cook, then cool slightly. Whisk 
the eggs, heat the milk, and atir on to 
the damsons; add a tablespoon ful of 
sugar and a few drops vanilla, Pour 
over the damsons, and bake in a moderate 
oven about half an hour, until the fruit

Labour’s Dilemma. 

Grave issues will come up for decision 
at the annual Conference of the British 
Labour Party, which will be held at Liver- 
pool this week. Hitherto it has been taken 
for granted that the best hope of progress 
for the Labour movement and for all other 
pohtical parties lay in development in 
accordance with a process of ordered evolu- 
tion. -It was by this means that the trade 
unions from small beginnings acquired 
the status of great corporations; and, 
though the political Labour Party declared 
itself in favour of a creed of abstract 
Socialism in practice; it admitted that the 
success of this programme depended upon 
its power to win the support of a Parlia- 
mentary majority. Within the last few 
years these fundamental doctrines have 
received a direct challenge from a new revo- 
luiionary school which derives its inspira- 
tion from Moscow. Labour leaders persisted 
for a long time in.deprecating the import- 
ance of the minority movement, as it terms 
itself, and were inclined, in their public 
speeches at least, to repudiate it as an in- 
vention of the enemy. This pretence could 
not be maintained after the 
of the minority group in committing the 
Scarborough Conference to a series of 
resolutions which, if they did not embody 
the full revolutionary programme, cut at 
the root of the official Labour position. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has had the 
courage to take the Communist bull by the 
horns. In an outspoken appeal he urges 
the Liverpool gathering to stand firm in 
defence of evolutionary progress and to 
reject the extremists who demand that 
direct action shall supersede the demo- 
cratic idea of majority rule, 


BUCcCcesS 


The majority cf British trade unionists 
look askance at revolutionary theories, and, 
while they may applaud on occasion the 


““class-war " as a phrase, they never have 
displayed any inclination to develop it in 
practice. In their struggles their appeal 
has. been always to popular opinion, and 
they are well aware that every advantage 
gained by their movement has been due to 
popular backing. It is not unnatural, 
however, that in a time of unprecedented 
depression and dislocation some sections of 
workers should lend an ear to prophets 
who profess to have found a short-cut not 
only. to safety, but to power. The minority 
movement, it must be admitted, has shown 
no small degree of skill in preparing its 
plans. The organisers have concentrated 
upon a process of sapping and mining 
inside the unions, and the inevitable dis- 
content created by abnormal trade condi- 
provided them with admirable 
material for their purpose. How far the 
rot has gone it is not easy to say, but ‘t 
would have been stopped at an earlier 
stage if official leaders who knew. its 
dangers had not been so anxious to pretend 
that solidarity remained unbroken, Even at 
Scarborough the issues were not faced 
fairly, and the minority group scored less 
by its own strength than by the reluctance 
of its opponents to force the fighting. Mr. 
Macdonald’s manifesto ought to ensure 
that at Liverpool the main question shall 
not be shirked, and that, if English 
workers are to commit themselves to the 
Bolshevist dogma of the class-war and 
minority dictatorship, they shall do so with 
a clear knowledge of the implications of 
this dogma and of its consequences in 
action. 

One of the weaknesses of the Labour 
movement has been the attempt of its 
leaders to maintain a theoretic creed which 
bore little or no relation to their practical 
ends. © This lack of conformity between 
nominal professions and actual beliefs has 
simplified matters dangerously for the 
minority group, inasmuch as many trade 
unionists are tempted to think that their 
positio. is no more endangered by 
dalliance with Bolshevist logic than by 
formal adherence to the tenets of academic 
Socialism. A great deal will depend this 
week upon the power of men like Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. J. H. 
Thomas to convince the delegates at 
Liverpool that, if they continue to 
play with fre, they are more likely 
to burn down their own house than 
to scorch their neighbours’ fingers.

Civil Aviation. 

The rapid headway which is being made 
in the use of the aeroplane and the air- 
ship for international trade and commerce 
has become one of the outstanding 
phenomena of world progress. The Air 
Ministry's latest report on civil avia- 
tion shows that in the year which 
ended on March 3lst more than half 
a million passengers were carried by 
the British air transport services, 
and nearly a quarter of a million 
persons took flights in other commercial 
machines. Within the same period nearly 
five million and a quarter miles were 
covered by commercial aeroplanes. It is 
gratifying to learn. too, that the research 
of recent years is eliminating gradually 
the element of risk to life. During the 
twelve months which ended in March there 
was only one fatal accident—that at 
Croydon on Christmas Eve, when seven 
passengers lost their lives. Here in Lre- 
land we have contributed little to the sum 
of progress in civil aviation. Recently we 
suggested that the Free State Army’s Air 
Force might be utilised for this purpose, 
with benefit to itself and to the country. 
The future of civil aviation is now assured, 
and it is only right that the Saorstat 
should have a share in it. The announce- 
ment that the lately aband>ned air service 
between Belfast and Stranraer soon may 
be resumed, with two crossings a day, is 
good news, and we hope that the time is 
not far distant when air routes will be 
established between all the principal ports 
of Great Britain and Iréland. To the air- 
men, military and civil, who, by their skill, 
courage and devotion to duty, have made 
possible the immense progress of recent 
years, a great debt of gratitude is due; yet 
they ask for no ampler recompense than 
tha. of work well done. It was the true 
spirit of camaraderie that prompted Sir 
Samuel Hoare, the British Air Minister, 
to send a message of condolence to the 
officer commanding the Saorstat Army’s Air 
Force on the death of that gallant officer, 
Commandant Maloney, in a flying accident 
at the Curragh. The Royal Air Force 
has lost several officers in recent accidents, 
and the Minister’s simple message indi- 
cates how close is the bond of sympathy 
between the airmen of both countries. 


Statistics. 


Statistics are not regarded generally as 
an interesting study. The most kindly 
adjective that we apply to them is 
“illnminating. '” Cynics refer to them as 
“selecte lies,” while the vast majority 
of men, and all women, skip them when 
it is possible, and, where their study is 
essential, relapse-into a state of uncon- 


ceptions which test every rule, and at 
least two compilations exist over which 
the avera‘e man delights to pore. One is 
‘Raff's Guide to the Turf’’ and the other 
“'Wisden’s Almanac,’’ the 1925 edition of 
which has just been published. They 
bear a curious resemblance. Both are, ir 
reclity, to be classed rather as national 
monumer.fs than as mere statistical 
records. The one is devoted to the sport 
of kings, the other to the king of sports. 
Fach interests a field far wider than its 
own inmmediate supporters, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that each can count its sup- 
porters in hundreds of thousands. Men 
who never made a bet or visited a race- 
course in their lives while away many a 
leisured hour in following the career of a 
hcrse whose name may appeal to them 
for quite non-equine reasons. Similarly, 
men who would not know one end of a 
cricket bat from the other are to be found 
working out Hobbs's batting or Tate's 
bowling average to four places of decimals. 
The truth is that anything which has a 
wide appeal has a universal appeal—and 
let the intellectuals beware. Nihil humani 
a me alienum puto is a far sounder maxim 
to follow than Odi profanum vulqus et 
arceo. Anything which can absorb the 
ir terest of large numbers of one’s country- 
men is worthy of one’s own attention.

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GENERAL KENTISH AND 
BELFAST. 


QUESTION OF PLAYING 
FIELDS. 

Commenting upon the letter from General 
Kentish, which appeared in the /rish Times 
of Saturday, the Belfast Telegraph states :— 
“The ideal which General Kentish and his 
association have before their minds is one 
that will commend itself to all right-minded 
people. But Belfast has moved on since 
General Kentish served in it as a soldier, 
and we fear he is not so well-informed as 
to the fact of the present-day situation as he 
was of the state of affairs twenty-five years 
ago. 

“ Where is there any city of the size of 
Belfast in the Three Kingdoms that supports 
six Senior football teams—as Belfast does— 
each of which has a well-equipped and en- 
closed ground’ In addition, there are six 
other Intermediate teams, each of which has 
also an enclosure fully equipped for the accom- 
modation of large crowds. Over and above 
these, there are five Rugby clubs which also 
have well-equipped grounds, and some of 
which ran several teams throughout the 
season. There are 350 football clubs affiliated 
to the I.F.A. in the North of Ireland. There 
is also a special competition restricted to 
schoolboys, and playing pitches are found for 
these competitions each Saturday in the 
various public parks, or in other grounds to 
which access is obtainable. 

"In proportion to population, more people 
in the North of Ireland actively participate in 
sport than in any corresponding area of which 
we know; so that we are not so completely 
the subjects of pity as some of our critics 
would seem to suggest. While all that is so, 
there still remains a good deal to be done, 
but the difficulties are not to be disposed 
of in any easy fashion. A promising begin- 
ning has been made, however, as the result of 
the new Education Act. The sites of some old 
property have been cleared. The Corporation, 
not unmindful of its duties, has dedicated a 
number of these to be play-grounds for the 
children in thickly-populated areas, and 
officials have been appointed to direct the 
activities of children on these grounds. More 
will be done in this direction from time to 
time, as opportunity offers, and we are satis- 
fied that money spent in this direction will 
be productive of good results. The object 
which General Kentish has in view is 
thoroughly deserving of enthusiastic support, 
and even though some of his criticism may be 
misconceived, through lack of realisation of 
the present state of affairs, it is criticism in 
the right spirit and with a worthy purpose.”

| “THE IRISH IN WALES. 


SIXTH CENTURY NUMERALS.

Dr. Alf elt, of Christiania, or, as

we must now ht of Oslo, ha 
thinks he has e—a very curious and 1n- 
teresting discovery. It seems that in certain 
of Cardiganshire the ts use in 
counting their sheep and cattle a set of words 
which differ altogether from the ordinary 
Welsh numerals. Dr. Sommerfelt, who is 
thoroughly at home in the Irish language—he 
has written a monograph on the Donegal 
dialect and many papers on Celtic philology— 
had no difficulty in recognising that these 
Cardiganshire numerals were, in fact, derived 
from the Irish system, though, as one would 
expect, they have been somewhat disguised 
and distorted by Welsh speakers. This is in 
itself a sufficiently curious fact; but what is 
much more remarkable is that, in Dr. 
Sommerfelt’s opinion, they cannot have been 
adapted from any modern dialect, but must 
have descended from very early Old Irish 
forms. To explain their origin we must go 
back, he thinks, to the sixth century A.D. 
at the latest. is, of course, means that 
Irish was spoken in this part of Wales 
thirteen hundred years ago, and that the last 
vestiges of this language, older than — 
Irish founded in our oldest manuscripts, still 

lingers on the lips of these Welsh peasants. 
le should be inclined to receive such an 
assertion very sceptically if it had not the 
authority of a learned and sober philologist, 
writing in the Proceedings of the Norwegian 
Academy of Sciende, a body which no one 
would accuse of sensational journalism. We 
are not competent to criticise Dr. Sommer- 
felt’s arguments, but it is clear that he is 
confident of their soundness; and, surprising 
as his hypothesis may seem, it is not in- 
credible. e speech of the peasantry is in 
all countries extremely conservative, and in 
nothing more than* in the use of numbers. 
One knows how the fisherman clings to his 
peculiar ways of counting his herring or 
mackerel; and how the French market woman, 
after a hundred years of decimal coinage, still 
ignores the centime and recognises the old- 
fashioned sou. Thus the»survival-of these 
traces of an ancient language through so 
many centuries is-conceivably true. ° a 
If the thing is true, it is of more than 
ges am interest. Although Dr. Sommer- 
elt prudently keeps to his last, and refuses 
to draw any historical inferences, his theorem, 


if established, will throw fresh light on the > 


early relations between the Irish and the 
Welsh. We had already pretty good reason 
to believe that there were Gaelic settlements 
on both sides of the Bristol: Channel and 
further north, but this will be a welcome 
addition to the scanty evidence. It may 
help to decide the vexed question how the 
Gaels first came to Ireland. On that point 
two opposite opinions are held. Sir John 
Rhys maintained that they first crossed from 
the Continent to Britain and were afterwards 
driven across the Irish sea bv the succeeding 
wave of Brythonic Celts, from whom the 
Welsh are descended. The German scholar, 
Zimmer, attacked this view. and argued that 
the Gaels came to Ireland direct from France. 
and that it was only later, after they were 
established in Ireland, that they made 
descents on the English coast and effected 
settlements in certain districts. 

Zimmer’s view has found more favour with 
recent schoarship: it is accepted, for instance, 
by Professor Macalister, on archeological 
grounds, and by Professor MacNeill in his 
‘Phases of Irish History.” Anyone who 
wishes to study the controversy will find the 
arguments neatly summarised in Miss Cecile 
O’Rahilly’s book on “ Ireland and Wales.” 
No doubt, both parties to the controversy 
will welcome Dr, Sommerfelt’s discovery as a 
conclusive proof of their views—unless, in- 
deed, some rival savant succeeds in demon- 


strating that the discovery is merely a mare’s 
nest. :

DR. ALEXANDER FORDE. 


The death of Dr. Alexander Forde took 
place in London a few days ago. Mr. Forde 
was born in India and graduated in the Uni- 
versity of Calcutta. He completed his medical 
education in England and practised in Harro- 
gate, before settling in Waterford a 
little over forty years ago. In Waterford he 
became very popular and he occupied public 
positions such as physician to the County and 
City Infirmary; medical officer to the Union 
Workhouse and Fever Hospital; to 8t.

ORPHEUS CHOIR. 


FINE SINGING IN DUBLIN. 

The Glasgow Orpheus Choir has secured 
so high a place in the esteem of Dublin 
music-lovers that La Scala Theatre was 
filled yesterday afternoon when, under Mr. 
Hugh 8. Robertson, it paid its annual visit to 
the city and sang a programme which 
evoked the greatest enthusiasm. 

A long programme was further lengthened 
by..the generosity of the conductor, who was 
in a particularly happy mood with his audi- 
ence. The reputation of the choir for part- 
singing, of which Dublin hears so little, is 
firmly established. Their work is charac- 
terised by ease and simplicity of method. 
They sing music as a thing of beauty, and 
their platform style gives the impression that 
they are very much in earnest in what they 
do. Their perfect articulation should be a 
lesson to many of our solo vocalists. 

The choir’s selections ranged in style from 
the grandeur of Elgar’s “ Go, Song of Mine ” 


to the rollicking jollity of William Moodie’s ‘ 


music to ‘‘ Willie Wastle.” The choir’s ren- 
dering of the former song was an unfor- 
ettable experience, and in the latter the 
umour bubbled over. One of the most 
beautiful things in a rarely delightful enter- 
tainment was Mr. Padraic Colum’s well- 
known “ Irish Cradle Song,” sung to music 
mba: by Mr. Gilbert Esplin, a member 
of the choir. The hearers were deeply 
stirred by the “‘ Peat Fire Smooring Prayer,” 
arranged by the conductor, for the female 
voices. The. tonal richness of the contralto 
work in this selection was a revelation of the 
resources of great choral singing. The 
effect was orchestral rather than vocal. 
Miss Margaret Fergusson and Miss Boyd 
Steven treated the listeners to some of the 
little-known delights of the traditional music 
of the Western isles; and Mr. Arthur 
Froggatt’s solo selections included a charm- 
ing little song, “Maureen,” by Mr. 


Robertson. 

When the audience asked for ‘‘ The 
Hundred Pipers,’ the conductor made a 
bargain. with them that they, in return, 
should sing “Loch Lomond.” They did it to 
his conducting, and did it—es ially the soft 
repeat of the chorus—very well, indeed. The 
programme was concluded with a grand ren- 
dering of Bach’s Chorale, “ To ee, 
Lord.”

SWEPT AWAY. 

“ At 10.50,” said Kile; telling. his story,

I saw water spurtine into 
the compartment from the battery room duct, 
I jumped out of my bunk, ran to the door, 
and tried to shut it, but could not on account 
of the pressure of water rushing in.

been due principally to acute foreign com- 
petition, which has been stimulated in all 
the export-markets by the fact that French 
and Belgian manufacturers had the ad- 


vantage of more favourable exchange 
rates. 


An indication of the seriousness of the 
slump in the Ulster linen industry is 
revealed by the unemployment statistics 
issued last month by the Northern 
Ministry of Labour. . 

In the flax, linen and hemp trade group 
19,981 persons were unemployed, or 30.16 
per cent. of the total irsured workers in 
the industry, while it is also stated that 
15,000 womer. workers in Belfast, prin- 
cipally in tke linen trade, were out of 
employment. 


EXPORT FIGURES. 


—--——— 


EFFECT OF FOREIGN 
COMPETITION. 


From Ovr Betrast ConnEsPoNDENT. 

How serious has been the effect of recent 
foreign competition is shown by the export 
figures for last month. The United States 
is the principal market for Irish linen, and 
here Continental manufacturers have taken 
a heavy toll. . During the past eight months 
the exports to the United States were a little 
more than thirty million square yards; while 
for the whole of 1924 it. was over sixty-seven 
millions. The exports to all countries for 
the eight months totalled 60,485,500 square 
yards of linen piece goods, valued at 
£5,029,340. . It. is hardly probable that the 
exports this year will reach the 110,793,600 
square yards exported last year. While 
the exports of piece goods to the United 
States have shown a marked decline, more 
has been exported to Brazil and British South 
Africa in the past eight months than during 
the whole of 1924. A feature of the recent 
history of the linen trade is the steady in- 
crease in the experts of linen goods to the 
British Dominions. Last month the United 
States took a little more than one-third of 
the total export, but Australia and New 
Zealand, with only a population of about 
seven million between them, took about one- 
fifth of the total, which is.a high rate of con- 
sumption. Manufacturers catering for the 
Dominion markets regard them as even more 
hopeful. Exporters to Canada anticipate 
that there will be more linen buying towards 
the end of the present year, in consequence of 
the successful harvest. 

The report that Germany has abolished the 
duties on all textiles is not only of consider- 
able interest to Lancashire, but should also 
be of advantage to Belfast linen, either 
directly or indirectly. Much of the foreign 
competition is due to the fact that Customs 
barriers have been set up in Central Europe, 
and this, in conjunction with decreased pur- 
chasing. power; has compelled Continental 
manufacturers to seek markets elsewhere. 
They have invaded the United States with 
low exchange rates, to the detriment of the 
Irish linen manufacturers, who foemerly had 
this market largely to themselves. Should 
trading conditions in Europe improve, and 
the exchanges become less unfavourable to 
sreat Britain—and both things are possible 
from present indieations—there should be a 
development in linen exports to the United 


States. 
BIG ADVERTISING. 
The linen industry is determined to do all 
in its power to improve its position. An 


advertising scheme, involving an expenditure 


of £75,000, spread over three years, will 
shortly be launched, and it js hoped this will 
have satisfactory results. After a period of 
luncheon. sets and table linen mats, popular 
favour is again turning te pure linen damask 
table linen, and an siverileing campaign at 
the present moment. would benefit this very 
important section of the industry. Tt are is 
nothing to beat linen goods for household 
purposes, both in regard to quality and 
finish, and it is only a matter of time until 
real Irish linen damark is again the popular 
fashion. _ Leading hotels and shipping com- 
panies have reverted to pure linen after their 
experience and disappointment with other 
fabrics and substitutes during the war 
period, when linen was not available owing 
to the demand for the fabric for aeroplane 
wings. Another branch of the trade which 
is fairly satisfactory at the moment. and 
likely to become more prominent within the 
next few months is the handkerchief section. 

Christmas. and New Year is usually the 
brisk period for handkerchiefs made up in 
fancy. boxes, but this year there are indica- 
tions that the demand will be more satis- 
factory than usual. Dress linen is also in 
demand in the finer qualities in America, al- 
though there is not the same eagerness to 
purchase the low standard quality as during 
1923-24. . There are also many orders being 
placed for suitings, while there is an im- 
provement in the demand for goods for 
tailoring’ purposes. In this branch of the 
trade pure linen canvas is pre-eminent, and 
tailoring establishments with a reputation to 
maintain have found by experience that such 
substitutes as cotton, union or half-jute are 
unsuitable to give the necessary finish and 
body to the tailored suits. This demand for 
suitings and tailor canvas is doing much to 
make up for the loss occasioned by the slump 
in plain dress material. 

The home trade shows some welcome 
activity. In view of the application which 
is being made for placing the linen industry 
under the Safeguarding of Induustries Act, 
there is some buying in anticipation of higher 
prices in the immediate future. “irms with 
small stocks of Irish linen are coming for- 
ward with steady replenishment orders for 
household goods, which will make good in- 
vestments at present price levels.

DUBLINCOAL YARD, 


SUPPOSED ATTEMPT AT 


"INTIMIDATION.

A large bomb was thrown into the coal 
yard of the Custom House Dock, Dublin, last 
Saturday night. It exploded with great 
force, but did only slight damage to a small 
building used as an by the Dublin Coal- 
owners’ Association, Eight men employed by 
the Association, who were in a hut close to 
where the bomb exploded, had narrow 


escapes. 

Since the Association took up the delivery 
of coal, following on the recent lock-out, a 
number of those employed in the unloading 
of coal have lived in the.yard where they are 
at work, Most of them, however, had gone 
to their homes for the week-end. ‘The 
entrance to the dock is esses by members 
of the Civic Guard in uniform and in muíti. 


WORK OF EXPERTS. 

Yesterday morning it was established that 
the missile used was a Mills bomb, and that 
it was’ thrown from the wall that runs 
between the dock premises and the carriage 
entrance to Amiens street Railway Station. 
The safety pin of the bomb was found on the 
roadway, a few yards out from the entrance 
to the — 3 tform, and the detonating 
lever in the yard. The detonating lever 
was covered with cloth, an indication that 
the person who threw it was experienced in 
the use of bombs. 

Another proof that an expert was at work 
is the fact that the throw was thirty yards 
from the wall to the point of explosion, 

The explosion, which was heard all over 
that port of the city, took place at 8.55, just 
as the train from Belfast, crowded with 
pees’, had come to a stand at the plat- 
orm. perpetrators of the outrage had 
evidently planned to escape by mingling 
with the crowd on the platform, and in that 
they were successful. 


WORKERS’ NARROW ESCAPE. 

Hurled from the height above into the coal 
yard, the bomb fell within a yard of the coal 
office door. The door was pierced in twelve 
places by splinters, the window was blown in, 
and the brickwork on that side of the build- 
ing was chipped in many places, 

The eight coal workers were in their hut, 
just thirty yards from the office and close to 
the high wall between the coal yard and the 
“up ” platform of the station. It appears 
that only one’ piece of the bomb struck the 
hut. It pierced the iron side and buried 
itself in the bed of one of the men, who was 
on the point of falling asleep at the time. 
He had a wonderful escape, for the hole made 
by the bomb splinter was about two inches 
from his head. None of the men was hurt. 


STATION SEARCH. 
The moment he heard the explosion, one of 
the Guards on duty at the entrance gate 


“sized up” the situation, and, jumping into. 


the saddle of his bicycle, rode quickly to the 
steps leading down from the. station to 
Amiens street. He was there actually before 
the first of the passengers had descended, 
and he stopped two men in the throng who, 
he thought, were acting suspiciously. Both 
gave satisfactory answers and were not 
detained. 

At the same time, another Guard cycled up 
the carriage way, with the idea of driving 
anyone suspicious into the arms of his com- 
rade below, but in the crowd he saw no one 
whose behaviour would justify his interfer- 
euce. Up to last night no arrest had been 
made. 

The police believe that the motive of the 
outrage was to intimidate the men who went 
to work for the Coalowners’ Association, in 
view of the fact that the latter have fixed 
to-day as the last day for taking on former 
employés, members of the Workers’ Union of 
Ireland, whose refusal to work with Transport 
Union men was the cause of the trouble in 
the Dublin coal trade.

Mr. Adams, of the Irish Department of 
Agriculture, admitted that Denmark, so 
far as they had seen, was a great many 
years ahead of Ireland.

INTERESTING EXCHANGE OF 
VIEWS. 


. From Our SPECIAL CoRREsPONDENT. 
COPENHAGEN, Thursday. 

A cordial reception was given to the party 
of Irish farmers who are visiting Denmark, 
by Mr. Bording, Danish Minister of Agri- 
culture. The visitors were introduced by 
Professor Manniche, of Elsinore. 

Mr. Bording said that he was glad to meet 
them, first of all because they were farmers, 
like himself, and, secondly, because they 
came from a small country like Denmark. 
The chief interest of every farmer was to 
get as much profit out of the soil as possible. 
In order to get that they must emphasise 
personality, because it was on that that the 
future depended. When they had per- 
sonality, they wanted experts to impart the 
scientific knowledge which farmers could 
utilise. 

Now the question was whether the greatest 
benefit was derived from large or small hold- 
ings. So far as Denmark was concerned, 
small holdings were best for making the most 
out of the soil—holdings ranging from ten to 
sixty acres. Apart from the economic ques- 
tion, there was the advantage of getting as 
many people as possible into the open air, 
and living. independently. This could be 
done easily by means of small holdings. 
These were closely connected with the farm 
products of Denmark. If it had been corn 
they. specialised in, and not dairy cattle, 
then large holdings would have been better. 
As it was, farms of from ten to fifty acres 
had proved to be best. 

The first condition was the form of pro- 
duction; the second condition, for a country 
of small holdings, was that the population 
should have a good general education. In 
this respect all farmers in Denmark were on 
a level, so that they could follow the lead of 
agricultural theorists. The third condition 


was that thev should know the value of co- | 
he co-operative spirit should be | 


operation. 
strong. By co-operation small farmers in 
Denmark had gained all the advantages of 
big scale industries. 


TAXATION. 
In order to place small farmers on a level 


with large ones, all parties in the State were | 


working towards putting all taxation on the 
soil—an equal tax on an equal area. The 
next thing with regard to taxation was to 
make it as exact as possible. The develop- 
ment of small holdings in Denmark had also 
been favoured by the increase in the wages 
of labourers. Wages did not affect the small 
holder, because the work was done by him- 
self and his family. Not only directly, but 
also indirectly, the State had supported the 
small holdings movement. 

During the last 25 years, from 1899, the 
Danish Government had encouraged farmers 
to buy small holdings by giving them loans. 
In 1919 another reform took place in Danish 
agricultural legislation. This was that the 
old feudal estates should be curtailed—one* 
third going to the owners and 
farmers, who bought out by paying a yearly 
rental to the State on the basis of periodical 
valuations. 
provided that one-tenth of the sum required 
was paid by the farmer.

The Dublin Master Bakers’ Committee 
announce that, on and after to-day, the price 
of bread will be reduced to 5id. per 2lb. 
loaf. delivered. ; 

The Food Council issued a report in 
London declaring its unanimous opinion that 
a reduction in the price of bread is long 
overdue, and that the facts demand an im- 
mediate decrease. There is no justification, 
the report states, for charging 10d. for a 4Ib. 
loaf, and in view of the reductions already 
made by certain individual bakers and asso- 
ciations in London and the á oor the 
Council do not consider that 4 halfpenny 
general cut is sufficient. 

Liverpool bakers several days ago decided 
to reduce the 4b. loaf to 9d. from to-day. 
The master bakers of London have so far 
only recommended a drop to 9id. per 
quartern.

The Dublin Borough Commissioners— 
Mr, James Murphy, Dr. W. C. Dwyer and 
Mr. P. J. Hernon—at their meeting last 
Saturday accepted the tender of M. 
Boudeville, of the Société Auriliaire de 
Services Mumnicipaue, Paris, for the 
cleansing of the streets of Dublin. 

The acceptance of the contract was re- 
commended by Mr, Commissioner Murphy. 
The cost of the contract is £134,000, and 
provision is made for the cleansing of 
fifty-five miles of sfreets for a period of 
not less than. ten years. It is not pro 
posed to dispense with the services of the 
permanent staff now employed on the 
streets. The saving under the contract, it 
is ostimated, will be about £15,000. 


IN THE HANDS OF 
EXPERTS. 


A SAVING OF £15,000. 

Mr. Commissione: Murphy said that it was 
not possible to set out all the details of the 
intricate service of street cleaning and refuse 
removal, but it was well to point out that 
the figure of £15,000 was a conservative 
figure—the saving under the contract system 
would be at least £15,000. It was based 
soundly on the actua! cost of cleansing for 
the year 1924-25. 

The figure of £154,000, being the estimated 
cost of the cleansing under the new system 
(including contractors’ cost and cost of that 
done by direct labour), covered more cleansing 
work than the estimate for the year 1925- 
26. From the report it would be noticed that 
the contractor would instal eight sweeping 
cars. ‘he present normal available number 
being four, under the contract system twelve 
additional miles of street would be covered 
owing to greater number of sweeping cars 
available. To do the same amount of work 
under the existing system as would be done 
under contract, their estimate for 1925-26 
would have to be increased; that was, by the 
adoption of up-to-date methods, they would 
be able to give a better cleansing service 
at a reduced cost. 

Under the new system the chief portion of 
their cleansing service would be in the hands 
of experts. This inevitable change would 
bring distinct improvement on existing 
methods and enable the Corporation to 
estimate its cleansing costs; not as hitherto 
in bulk figures, but in greater detail and on 
a mileage basis. 

The whole matter had been examined with 
very great care by the Commissioners, and 
they were satisfied that the change from the 
present methods would be a definite benefit 
to the city. 

The report was adopted. 


OFFICIALS’ UNION APPREHENSIVE. 

A letter, under last Saturday s date, was 
read from the Irish Local Government 
Officials’ Union, stating that at a meeting of 
the Executive Committee of that Union, held 
on the previous evening, the following . reso- 
lution was -adopted :— 

“That this Committee views with grave 
apprehension the proposal of the Dublin 
County Borough Commissioners to place the 
contract for cleaning the streets of the city 
with a foreign firm, and considers that the 
practice of placing such contracts with firms 
outside Ireland is detrimental to the national 
interests and narrows the avenues of employ- 
ment for Irishmen.” 

It was decided that the Officials’ Union 
should be informed that this contract was 
advertised in the public Press, and that the 
Commissioners regretted that no Irish firm 
was in a position to submit a suitable tender. 


STREET NAME PLATES. 

The Commissioners adopted a report of Mr. 
Commissioner Murphy, recommending the 
acceptance of the tender of Messrs. George 
Winnal and Son, Birmingham, at £169 1s. ód., 
less 24 per cent., for supply of 541 enamelled 
street name plates. he plates are to. be 
bilingual, and will consist of white lettering 
on green background. 

There were nine tenders, one of which was 
from an Irish firm. This firm tendered at 
the same price, without, however, the deduc- 
tion, and stated that the plates would have 
to be made in England. ‘lhe tender that had 
been accepted was the lowest.

Mr. James Larkin was the principal 
speaker at a meeting held in Sackville street, 


Dublin, yesterday, to protest against giving | 


public contracts to foreign firms. Several 
thousand people were present, and traffic was 
held up for nearly three hours. 

A resolution was unanimously carried, pro- 
testing against sending contracts out of the 
city, and calling for an immediate election of 
members to the Corporation ''in view of the 
failure of the City Commissioners.”’ 

Mr. J. Farrelly described the giving of the 
city cleansing contract to a French firm as 
“can act which would deprive the workers of 
Dublin of their legal imbheritance.’’ The 


time had not far gone, he said, when the | 


Dublin workers would have rushed into the 
streets and pitched the perpetrators of such 
a scheme into the Liffey. (Cheers.) 

Councillor Raul created amusement in a 
reference to “‘ the people of proud France 
coming across to sweep the streets of ‘ dirty 
Dublin.” ”’ Then, he said, 
Shannon scheme, which nobody wanted. and 
which would prove useless when completed.

He wanted to know how 
much these contractors—French, German, 
Belgian and Danish—would spend in the 
country of the money they received for their 
work. A few years ago the people were 
advised by the bishops not to associate with 
the French, whom they described as an 
ungodly people. But the times had changed. 

Mr. James Larkin asked if it was to go 
out to the world that they had not a con- 
tractor in the country with enough intelligence 
to build a bacon factory, or experts in their 
midst who did not ow how to extract 
sugar values from beet? Referring to the 
Shannon scheme, he said that he was in 
sympathy. with the Germans during the 
(reat War. A few years ago a German com- 
ing to Dublin would have been thrown into a 
concentration camp, but now it appeared 
that. the Germans were their friends. 

“TI am an Internationalist,”” declared Mr. 
Larkin, “but let*me say that the workers of 
Ireland have no room for Germans coming 
over here to do work that we can carry out 
better ourselves.”

A WANING STRIKE. 


RESULTS OF SHIPPING

In a leading article 7'he Times observes :— 
The shipping strike is nearing its end in this 
country and is gradually growing weaker 
overseas. It has been a remarkable move- 
ment. Caused by the rivalry of a union 
unrecognised by the shipowners with a union 
they recognised, it has inflicted heavy losses 

g; it has 
disorganised the-commerce of two great 
Dominions, seriously injured whole classes of 
their peoples who have nothing to do with 
the controversy, and deeply affected their 
international politics. Still more important 
has been the outcome of the struggle to trade 
unionism itself. The fandamental principle of 
trade unionism is the right of collective bar- 
gaining, and the preservation of this right 
was placed in imminent danger by the action 
of the strikers. No system of bargaining can 
endure unless the parties to it are ready and 
able to fulfil its conditions. 

Unfortunately the agitation, which had 
little serious effect at home, has been largely 
successful among British crews in Dominion 
waters. Mr. Bruce, the Prime Minister of 
the Commonwealth, immediately recognised 
the character of the movement and the objects 
of the men behind it. He took measures for 
exercising the statutory powers of deportation 
vested in the Federal Government in cases of 
conviction for offences against the laws of 
trade, commerce, conciliation and arbitration, 
where the Minister is satisfied that the pre- 
sence of the persons convicted is injurious 
to peace, order and good government. He 
had no doubt that the men behind the strike 
came within this provision. 

In the Union of South Africa the strike has 
eaused loss and disturbance second only to 
those it has provoked in Australia, and it has 
proved only one degree less embarrassing to 
the Government. Since the Arundel Castle 
sailed’ a week ago the outlook is regarded as 
more hopeful, thouch the strike leaders stil! 
boast that they will win in the end. 
Although the losses to the community, and 
particularly: to the farmers, have been very 
heavy and threaten to become disastrous, the 
Government did not do much to discovrace 
the strikers during ‘the earlier stage of the 
movement.

HOLY YEAR IN ROME. 


PAPAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


ROME, September 26, 
The Pope has decided that the Holy Door 
of St. Peter’s, which was opened on 
Christmas Eve last year, shall be closed by 
himself, as prescribed, on December 24th 
next. At the same time the Holy Doors of 
St. Paul’s, St. John’s, and Santa Maria 
Magzgiore will be closed by Papal Legates. 
The Pope has also decided that a great 
solemn function shall take place in St. 
Peter’s on December Slst to celebrate the 
closure of the Holy Year. On that occasion 
Fis Holiness will celebrate a Pontifical Mass 
in St. Peter’s, and proclaim “ The Social 
Kingdom of Jesus Christ,” ordaining that the 
date shall be marked as a festival in the 
calendar of the Catholic Church.

Asked first regarding the talk in certain 
quarter of. the. possibility of war with 
urkey, Mr. Amery said :—‘‘ There 
question of war. We made peace 
the Turks by the Treaty of Lausanne, the 
actual details of frontiers remaining to be

Nations. Certain questions have 
raised, which have postponed a decision unt 
the December meeting of the Council: but 
meanwhile, until a final solution is reached, 
both sides are pledged to respect the pro- 
visional boundary fixed at Brussels last year. 
But there is no conceivable reason why any- 
one should talk of war, or its possibility. 
Naturally, it is administratively inconvenient 
that a final settlement has been postponed, 
but I cannot see why anyone should imagine 
that anything has occurred to affect the 
peace definitely concluded with Turkey at 
Lausanne,” ; 

NO SENSE OF ANIMOSITY. 

On the question of the dangers involved 
in a por of suspense, Mr. Amery re- 
marked :—‘* [ hope that any danger of fron- 
tier incidents will be effectively averted by 
the presence of the League of Nation’s re- 
presentative. As regards our general rela- 
tions with Turkey, our natural desire is to 
live on good and neighbourly relations, and 
to assist in Turkish rehabilitation and de- 
velopment. Our policy as regards the fron- 
tier of Iraq is not inspired by any sense of 
animosity, or any wish to prevent the fullest 
development of Turkish strength ind re- 
sources. As trustees of Iraq, however, we 
are bound to support her claims for. the 
maintenance of the integrity of her terri- 
tory, and for the retention within her bor- 
ders of a population that is 95 per cent.

THE DOWN SURVEY. 
LETTER FROM THE EARL OF KERRY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMEs. 
Srr,—My attention has been called to some 
correspondence which has recently taken place 


, in your columns with regard to Petty’s Down 


Survey of Ireland. The principal facts are to | 


be found in Petty’s “ History of the Down 
Survey,” published from his. original manu- 
scripts by Sir Thomas Larcom in 1851. May 
I recapitulate them as briefly as may be? 

(1) The Survey was carried out by Dr. 
Petty under two contracts with the Common- 
wealth for the “ admeasurement’’ of forfeited 
lands: the first (dated December 11th, 1654) 
relating to land destined for the Cromwellian 
Army; the second (September órd, 1656) to 
land intended for the ‘‘adventurers,’’ who 
had helped to finance that Army. 

(2) The Survey must’ have been. completed 
in its: essentials by June, 1657, when Petty 
was ‘‘discharged of the said articles ' by the 
Deputy Surveyor-General. 

(5) A good deal of Ireland had been pre- 
viously surveyed, in the sense that lists of 
lands, with their boundaries, had been made, 
and a few rough maps of counties, or parts of 
counties, are known to have been in existence 
before Petty’s time. Petty was, however, the 
first to conceive and carry out the idea of 
measuring the country “by instrument ” and 
setting it “ down ” on papet—hence the name 
given to his wndertaking. 

(4) The Survey in the first instance con- 
sisted of (large scale) parish maps, showing 
forfeited lands in detail, with barony maps 
(in outline only) intended to show the “ie” 
of the parishes. These were handed in to the 
‘Government on the completion of the contract, 
and remained among the national archives 
till the destruction. of- the Four Courts, 
though the greater part of them had been 
lost or damaged in the firé of 1711. 

(5) After the comipletion of his contract 
Petty continued, on his own account, to make 
more finished barony and county maps, suit- 
able for engraving and publication. 

(6) There were in all 216 barony maps. . Of 
these, some 148 (in their original form) appear 
to have been bound up into volumes and left 
by Petty among his papers. Two volumes 
have been lest, but four volumes, containi 
105 maps, are still in my father’s ( 
Lansdowne’s) possession. Thirty-nine original 
barony maps were in the Public Record 
and have now been destroyed. and fourteen 
were (in 1920) in the Quit Rent Office. The 
-balance—some fifteen maps—were at that time 
unaccounted for. 
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obtained, and the book. may be found in all 
the principal libraries. 

Perhaps, I may be: permitted to refer any 
of your readers who may desire chapter and 
verse for the above résumé to a paper 
entitled “ The Lansdowne Maps of the Down 
Survey, ' which I had the honour of reading 
before the Royal Irish Academy in February, 
1920.

COMPULSORY IRISH. 

TO THE EDITUR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Sin,—The policy of the Free State Govern- 
ment possesses at least one excellent quality— 
a decisive definiteness. Indeed, with the 
exception of Italy, the Free State seems to be 
the one country in Europe in which the 
authorities are capable of determining a 
course of action and carrying it through in 
the face of national opposition. The attempt 
of the Ministry of nducation, however, to 
revive. the irish language appears likely to 
be defeated by the methods used. Such a 
revival cannot become a reality in less than 
three or four generations, and must be the 
fruit of patient perseverance. The first step 
towards its accomplishment is the gaining 
of the good-will of the parents, not of the 
present generation, but of that to come—in 
other words, the good-will of the children 
now @t school. As a result of the incon- 
siderate forcing of Irish im the schools, the 
language will have no stronger opponents in 
the future than those who, as children to- 
day, have been dosed with Irish, as the 
upils of Dotheboys Hall were dosed with 
rimstone and treacle.

Sirn,—When contemplating, with some 
alarm, the effects in Ireland of a coal strike 
in. Britain, account is not often taken of the 
fact that there is being produced im our own 
country household ind steam coal quite ;s 
good as, and even better than much of, the 
coal imported from cross-Channel ports. This 
Irish coal, analysed by the West Ham Test- 
ing Laboratory, showed .a very high per- 
centage of carbon and a low percentage of 
ash, and, analysed as against Allerdale coal 
imported from Britain, it showed a larger 
percentage of fixed carbon—84.15% as against 
Allerdale 78.35%, and its calorific value ex- 
ceeded that of Allerdale by 14%. A letter 
received this month from a well-known firm 
of briquette manufacturers in Yorkshire 
says :—‘' As a matter of fact, the briquettes 
made from your coal are distinctly better 
than the briquettes made at our own works 
from West Yorkshire Goal, and, if it were 
possible to obtain your small coal at a com- 
petitive price, delivered at our works, we 
should have no hesitation in asking you to 


contract with us for. a supply of this coal | 


for manufacture into. briquettes.” 

This coal has been sproduced for the past 
thirty-seven years. If the mines were 
situated in Britain, the coal would be im- 

rted to, and appreciated in, this country,
